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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 00/59120 in 
view of Qureshey et al. (US 2002/0072326 Al, hereinafter "Qureshey"). 

WO 00/59120 discloses a system (Fig. 2) for enabling digital audio data files (audio 
signals broadcast by the Internet; Abstract) to be played on a remote audio device (tuner 24), the 
system comprising: 

a host PC (computer terminal 21 connected to the Internet 4); 

one or more electronic device (device 1 is connected to host PC 21 via connector 3 and 
coupled to tuner 24 via radio link). 

WO 00/59120 differs from claim 1 in that it does not teach a remote device for 
controlling the transmission of digital audio data files to the electronic device 1. However, 
Qureshey teaches the desirability of using a wireless remote 135 for selecting a Web radio 
broadcast (Fig. 1; page 3, paragraph 37) such that it would have been obvious to an artisan of 
ordinary skill to incorporate a wireless remote control device, as taught by Qureshey, for 
enabling selection of an audio source transmission received by device 1 of WO 00/59120 as an 
alternative to using selection buttons 9 on device 1 , thus, allowing user control from a distance. 
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Conclusion

to a host PC (20), a remote headphone device (14) and a remote control unit (18).
